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EDITORIAL 
LAST CALL FOR PASSENGER TRAINS 


Those who value rail passenger service will be 
busy in the next few days writing their congress- 
men, Secretary Volpe of the Department of Trans- 
portation in Washington, tho National Association 
of Reil Passengers, and their state public utili-~ 
ties commission or Similar state regulatory agency, 
expressing their special concerns about the minimal 
Railpax network announced by Volpe on Nov. 30. The 
last day for the Dept. of Transportation to receive 
public response is Dec. 29. As frequently happens, 
important decisions are made when many individuals 
who would otherwise be concerned are involved with 
other matters, such as tne holiday season, and are 
perhaps not even aware of impending events. Even 
Federal administrators who are to hear and evaluate 
the public's requests will be busy with their own 
holiday vacationing at least some portion of the re- 
maining days of the month; and the glut of holiday 

r slows down communication with Washing- 


Thus many of our readers have already written to 
Washington or will be doing so by Christmas at the 
latest (only 2 working days remain between Christ- 
mas and tho Dec.29 deadline). The need to indicate 
to the planners of Raiipax that the public needs 
and wants a more extensive passenger train system 
than the skeleton network proposed (see our last 
issue and news items on the following pages for de- 
tails) is obvious. Newspaper editorials throughout 
the nation have criticized the meager system. The 
Calif. Public Utilities Commission, among others, 
is requesting additional service on the West Coast; 
but they can only respond to demand from the public, 
the potential users of the Railpax trains.

Corerrmsnt officials and the public were both con- 
fused, perhaps justifiably, over details of the DOT's 
proposed passenger train network. As an example, the 
New York Times (Dec.5) carriod 3 separate items about 
the system. One showed maps that did not jibe with the 
others: an inaccurate map of present service was com- 
bined with a map of tne proposed network showing lines 
omitted from Volpse's announcement, such as runs between 
Sen Francisco and LeA., LiAs to Bl Paso, Portland to 
Chicago, and a number of runs in the Midwest and South 
no longer proposed. Tas the map a preliminary networz 


later pared down by White House budget cutters? Such 


trimming is known to have occurrod. in Oregon, the gen- 


-eral reaction was chagrin that no trains at all would 


run (presently 14 trains a day move through Portiana). 
Oregon Public Utilitios Commiss:oner Sam Haley was ro- 
portedly confused about the situation, as were railroad 
officiais in Portland. 

Scaboard Coast Line spokesman Edward Rachols expressed 
amazement that the N.Y.-lorida Gulf Coast run was 
omitted. SCL now makes this run pius the Miami Tins 
very successfully without monctary loss. 

The six Senators of the throe Pacific Coast states 
fired off a joint letter to Volpe expressing "grave 
concern" over lack of a north-south i cst Coast route, 
and requosting a January meeting with him to discuss it. 
Son. Hatfield of Oregon stated that a "very strong case" 
can be made in the Sonate for a Seattle-LeA. routce 

Chicago observers wore less critical thon most, 
noting that that city wili remain the raii hub of the 
nation, but thoy pointed out that no through-train 
transcontinental service is plamod (at prosent such 
service oxists from N.Y.-L.A. on PC~Southern-SP). 

The largest criticism, howover, was that Washington 
is killing off passenger service altogether by propos- 
ing a system so meager that it will be unattractive to 
potential patrons, and requiring that Railpax turn a

doemoa very difficuls in inflationary times (airlines 
are starting to show memmoth losses and the Interstate 


highway system exists only with massive Federal funding). 
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Nationwide Rail Strike Lasts One Day 


At 12:01 A.M. Dec.10 the Brotherhood of Railway 
Clerks went on strike after rejecting a 37% raise. 
President Nixon went to Congress to request legisla- 
tion halting the walkout, and Congress quickly voted 
a 133% retroactive raise and required work to ccntinue 
until March 1 while negotiations go on. The bill was 


signed at 3:17 A.M. and trains did not get rolling 


until Decelle All U.S. lines were affected except 
the Federally-owned Alaska Railroad and the Long Is- 
land Railroade 

Commuter snarls were widespread. In N.Y. 230,000 
commuters were affected. Chicago was prepared with 
full-page newspaper maps and instructions Dec. 10 
showing how to commute in the event of a strike. 
San Francisco Bay Area traffic was extraordinarily 
heavy, with 12,0C0 commuters who ride S.P. taking to 
the freeways, and truck shipments much heavier than 
normal due to curtailed rail freight movemsnt. 

Cartoonist Herblock cormented on the strike by pic- 
turing two commuters waiting beside empty tracks with 
one remarking "How can you tell when they've resumed 
what they call service?" 


Senators Blast the ICC 


A bipartisan group of thirty senators. Dec. 7 sent 
tho Interstate Commerce Commission a letter sharply 
critical of its policies, charging it has plunged the 
country into a rail crisis. Mike Mansfield is the 


‘leader of the group, and is pushing a bill to abol- 


ish the ICC and give its functions over to the De- 

partment of Transportation. Among the ICC actions 

criticized wore cutbacks in passenger service, mer- 
gers, approval of rate increases, and general rub- 

ber-stamping of railroad requests. 

A congressional investigation of the ICC in LITA 
was called for. The ICC recently has been the tar- 
get of many complaints, prominent among them Ralph 
Nader's book, "The Interstate Commerce Ommission." 
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Flying Scotsman to Attempt Tour Again 


Alan Pegler's famous train will be sent Wost 
next Qctober for an exhibit during British week. 
This year's tour of the country was cut short 
when S.P. refused to psimit the train to run on 
its tracks. Pegler now reportedly has found a 
route via Burlington Northern. reaching San Fran- 
cisco by western Pacific tracks into Oakland, with 
a ferry ride across the bay to &.F. The train is 
now in winter storage in Toronto. 


Penn Central Threatens to Close Down 


The bankrupt PC is pushing Congress to loan it 
$100 million to continue operations. The bill is 
now stalled in Congress. PC claims it will shut 
down operations Jan. 4 unless the money is made 
available, since it will run out of cash at that 
time. The recently approved wage increase for 
Railway Clerks has aggravated PC's financial con- 
dition, according to the railroad. 

Meanwhile, PC stockhoiders are calling upon the 
Fedcral government to nationalize the railroad. 


Employees hant to Buy Railroad. 


The Chicago and North Western Railroad may ts 
purchased by a group of its employees, calling 
themselves the North i.estsrn Employees Transport- 
ation Corpe The ICC is delaying action on the 
request, calling it “unique in railroad history." 
The group wants waiver of an ICC hearing. Union 
Pacific is opposing the purhcase plan, and the 
Illinois attorney general wants an inquiry.

The Seaboard Coast Linc will attempt to take 
over ownership of Louisville & Nashville; it now 
owns a third of its stock. It won't seck a formal 
mergor, fearing a blockade by the ICC.

night and most of two days, with no change of trains. You have stopover privileges at any point along the 
line--Klamath Falls, San Francisco, Santa Barbara--over a dozen major Western tourist spots. 


Is it alla drean, this fanciful train? The tantalizing fact is that it's so very possible but getting 


less likely each day. All it needs to make it real is some people to

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want it enough. At the present there is passenger ser- 
vice over the entire route except a 35-hour stretch be- 
tween San Diego and Calexico (Mexicali) on the Mexican 
border. But 4 different railroads run the trains, and 
you must take 5 trains with unmeshed schedules, plus 2 
buses, to make the l-way trip. The shortest total time 
is now 7% 3/4 hours southbound and 80 hours northbound 
and two l-night layovers must be made each way. Also, 
service on the $.F.-Portland segment is only tri-weekly. 

For the first time in history, a through train on 
this route is feasible. With the semi-public Railpax 
corporation soon to run the trains, and sufficient pop- 
ulation and travel interest to furnish traffic, the 
run could be a boon to the traveller and vacationer 
as well as a stimulant to interstate commerce and U.S. 
prestige, now thoroughly sagging in the area or Trail 
travel. It could show the world that we can do some- 
thing with verve as the European nations, Japan, and 
both Canada and Mexico are now doing. 

To our Aa no one has previously proposed such 
a train. But no time is better than now to do so. The 
proposed Railpax network is not really a network with- 
out north-south West Coast connecticus and a restored 
Sunset route in the Southwest. Travellers in the Vest 
could rather easily be given a novel and attractive al~- 
ternative to air and asphalt with minimal changes in 
present schedulinge An entirely new run could be 
opened simply by combining existing piecemeal service 
and upgrading it. The running time is entirely real- 
istic when compared with present schedules--perhaps 
it could be even shorter than we propose. 

In our plan (see map on front cover) we keep the 
Sunset route, though not needed for an International 
Express. lio also assume additional short-haul trains 
in the Seattle-Portland and L.A.-San Diego corridors. 
But the Canada-Mexico Express fills both a need and a 
dream--a need to improve the quality of modern life 
and return to the public some of the excitement of 
rail travel it has lost.

modes of transport. One outstanding reason in L.A. 
must be that there is no other choice but the auto. 
Denying that cars create serious enviromnentai prob- 
lems (as the writer goes on to do) doesn't help remove 
them. Of course living in Malibu gets you as far from 
them as couveniontly possibie--at least until the urban 
sprawl catches up with you.

As Tom Wicker of the New York Times commented, the 
very meager beginning proposed by DOT does not augur 
well for its faith in Railpax or in passenger service. 
While the government will invest only $40 million di- 
rectly in Railpax and $300 million in loans, the House 
has just voted $17.5 billion more to complete the 
Interstate Highway System, an investment "stuvendously 
out of proportion to the low efficiency and poor cost- 
effectiveness" of the automobile. 

A poor beginning is unlikely to stimulate good usage 
of the system by the public. As proposed, the “net- 
work" is actually something like a wheel with spokes 
put no rim. A better network requires connections 
along the West Coast and on the present Sunset route 
in the Southwest.

HOw TO KILL A PASSENGER TRAIN No.2 of a series 
Attack the safety factor. One of the strongest 
points brought up by train lovers is the safety rec- 
ord of the railroads. This can be subtly eroded by 
careful planning: Donate an old coach to the local 
blood bank, label it boldly BLOOD DONOR CAR and park 
it prominently where commuters will see it continually.
